One little boy was killed instantly 
and another died at 7 o’clock as the 
result of automobile accidents on 
Peachtree street yesterday.

LAWRENCE ANDERSON, 10 years 
old, who was carried unconscious to 
a hospital, died at 7 o'clock from a 
pulmonary hemorrhage.

etreet. 

It was a crowded day on Peachtree 
almost from one end of it to the other. 

Nothing could be more forcefully 
illustrative of the necessity of some 
immediate action in providing another 
paved street paralle] te Peachtree in 
erder to bring an end to conditions 
which are constantly leading to acci- 
dents of this kind. 

Learning to Rite, Wheels. 

While happily learning to ride a 
bicycle on Peachtree street near Four- 
teenth street, because. papa had prom- 
ised to give him one Friday for his 
very own, Httle 7-year-old Vivian 
Jocelyn, son of V. V. Jocelyn of 4 
Piedmont Place, was Thursday after- 
noon about 3:30 o'clock struck by 
an automobile and almost instantly 
killed. 

The crushed form of the child was 
pulled from under the wreckage of 
his wheel by P. G. Turner, of 55 Peach- 
tree Circle, who had been driving the 
automobile, and carried to the home of 
George EF. Kine, $25 Peachtree street. 
He lived only a few minutes, according 
to Dr. L. P. Stevens, who was sum- 
moned to his side. 

In His Father’s Arms. 

The father of the lad did not reach 
his boy in time to see him alive. Wr. 
Jocelyn hurried from the Woodward- 
Eubank Mante! Company in a machine 
to find his son dead. The still, quiet 
form was carried home in the arms 
of Mr. Jocelyn, who collapsed as he 
was relieved of his tragic burden.

Speakers Discuss Her 
Wonderful Resources. 


Notable Program for Second 
: Day of Southern Commercial 
Congress---Representatives of 
Many States Tell of Their 
Growth. 


Covering @ program containing 
more speakers of note than any the 
south has hitherto ever seen on any 
one occasion, the second day’s session 
of the Southern Commercial Congress 
passed into history as an event long 
to be remembered in connection with 
the south’s commercial advancement. 

Men who are known through the 
civilized world talked of the south and 
her. resources, telling their hearers of 
how she may best make the most of 
them. John. Barrett, director general 
of the Pan-American Union; Bernard 
Bakef, head of the’ shipping league of 
Baltimore; Charles H. Sherrill, United 
States minister to Argentine; J. C. OC. 
Newton, of Japan; Arthur Harris, of 
New York, financier,- and a long list 
of other notables went to make the 
morning session one of the most inter- 
esting of its kind on record, while at 
the evening session, Theodore Roose- 
velt, John Temple Graves, Atherton 
Brownwell, of New York, and Colonel 
lL. D. Tyson, of Knoxville, added their 
share to a magnificent days work. 

The Morning Session. 

‘The World As a Market Fo rthe 
South,” was the general topic of dis- 
cussion during the morning session, 
and doubtful indeed is it: if ever be- 
fore in the history of the south was & 
subject: more: masterfully handied. 

Bernard N. Baker, the first to take 
up the subject, appeared in the place 
of Senator. H.. D. Money, whose. illness 
prevented his appearance. In talking 
of the “Obligations of the Panama 
Canal,” Mr. Baker stressed the urgent 
necessity for preparedness Oy the part 
of the south for the conditions which 
the opening of the canal will bring 
about. 

‘When the canal is opened,” he said, 
“within a radius of 700 miles of Colon, 
an opportunity which is remarkable, 
an opportunity greater than has ever 
before come to the south. Let con- 
gressmen and senators pass such leg- 
islation as will give us some benefit 
from the vast expenditure upon the 
canal. Let them provide a merchant 
marine upon lines that are fair to all. 
Let everyone here pledge himself to 
bee that his representatives in both 
branchs of congress find a way to solve 
this problem. The time has come to 
be up and doing, for the time neces- 
sary to build ships to use the obliga- 
tions of the Panama canal to do some- 
thing, is fast slipping away.” 

Ship Subsidy Needed. 

In discussing “The South’s New Ap- 

proach to the Orient,’ J. C. Calhoun 
Newton, who has spent many years in 
Japan, declared that the assistance of 
the government in the building of mer- 
chant ships is necessary~ before the 
United States can ever hope fo suc- 
cessfully compete with European na- 
tions in Oriental trade. 
“What fs the Panama canal worth 
the Tnited States without ships?’ 
he said, “and hvuw can shipbuilders 
and owners in this country hope to 
compete with those of European coun- 
tries unless they are given the same 
assistance that these nations receive 
from their governments? 

“In the trade with the Orient, we 
have only to rest on our Oars as we" 
are doing to find that not only the

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt was the 
guest of Atlanta yesterday, and, 
though ‘he came as a mere private cit- 
izen and found here such a gathering 
of official notables as it is rarely At- 
lanta’s fortune to entertain, he was 
easily the most conspicuous figure of 
an unusual] occasion. 

Accompanied only by his private 
secretary, Frank Harper, Mr. Roose- 
velt arrived in Atlanta at 10:30, on 
the same train with Secretary of War 
Jacob McGavock Dickinson, Hon. 
John Barrett, director genera] of the 
Pan-American Union; and John Tem- 
ple Graves, one of the editors of The 
New York American. 

Has Strenuous Program. 

The program for the day from his 

reception by military and distin- 
guished guests at the terminal station, 
until he co ‘uded his Auditorium ad- 
dress on ‘““ine South's Obligatian in 
Statesmanship and Business Ein- 
deavor,” and left for the west, was 
only siightly less crowded than on his 
former visits. But the Colone] prom- 
ises that the next time he comes it 
will be a purely family visit, and he 
will not permit of any public enter- 
tainments. . 
One of the first to shake Mr. Roose- 
velt’s hand on his arrival was Hon. 
James Wilson, whom he inherited as 
secretary of agriculture, and whom 
he retained throughout his seven 
years as president. 

“Pleased, indeed, to see you,” was 
the Colonel's greeting. “If I can pos- 
sibly find an opportunity I want to 
talk to you about the disused farms. 
I believe some péople object to them 
being called abandoned farms; but I 
would like to discuss disused farms.” 
An appealing human interest inci- 
dent of the day marked Colonel Roose- 
velt’s visit in the afternoon to the 
Central Avenue Methodist church, 
where he addresséd a large gathering 
of negroes. 

Remembrance of the Past. 
In the vestibule was a nice-looking 
old colored woman, who thrust a card 
into his hands bearing the name, 
“Mrs. E. C. Ford, 140 Howell street, 
Atlanta, Ga.” 

“Daddy Lea’s grandniece,” ejaculat- 

ed Colonel Roosevelt, and warmly 
shook her by the hand. “Daddy Lea 
was one of the old servants at my 
mother’s home in Roswell,” he ex- 
plained to Colonel Paxon, who accom- 
panied him. 
At the Piedmont hotel he was pre- 
sented with a magnificent floral trib- 
ute by Mrs. A. McD. Wilson and Mrs. 
T. T. Stevens in appreciation of his 
beautiful tribute to Unele Remus, de- 
ivered at the Auditorium on the occa- 
sion of his former visit. Mrs. Wilson 
ig president, and Mrs. Stevens treas- 
urer of the Uncle Remus Memoria] 
Association. 

On the arrival of the regular South- 
ern train a vast throng had gathered 
at the terminal station, eager to catch 
a glimpse of the man who had put a 
spell upon the American people and 
won world-wide recognition. There 
were no booming cannon to fire a 
presidential] salute, and no escort from 
the regular army met this private cit- 
izen, but hundreds and thousands of 
visitors crowded the terminal station 
plaza, and the line of march through 
Mitchell, Whitehall and Peachtree 
streets to the Piedmont hotel, and 
gave hearty cheers and volleys of ap- 
plause as the auto containing Amerti- 
ca's only living ex-president passed 
through the streets, with its escort of 
mounted police, detachments from the 
national guard, and distinguished cit- 
izens. The militia were under the 
command of General Clifford I. Ander- 
son and Colonel: E. £. Pomeroy. 

In Roosevelt's Auto, 

In Colonel Roosevelt's auto were 
Frederick J. Paxon, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce; John

Johnson, princtpal of the Tennille In- 
stitute, in front of Dr. Kelly’s office. 

There were no eye-witnesses, and 
the entire affair seems surrounded by 
more or less mystery. 

It is known that Dr. Kelly and Pro- 
fessor Johnson had had a quarrel at 
the institute building about the dis- 
ciplining of Kelly’s son, and it is sup- 
posed this led to the tragedy. 

Dr. Kelly was just leaving his office 
when he was met by Professor Johnson, 
who had gone to the postoffice at re- 
cess time at the school, to get his mail. 
Just what passed between the two 
men before the shot which killed Dr. 
Kelly was fired is not known. 
Sheeting Oreates Great Excitement. 

The shooting attracted quite a 
crowd, and Dr. Kelly was found lying 
on the sidewalk dying. 

Professor Johnson himself notified 
Sheriff Moye, and surrendered to the 


sheriff when he arrived from Sanders-. 
county 


ville. They returned to the 
seat in an automobile, and Professor 
Johnson was committed to jail. 

It is understood tonight that the 
case will be presented to the grand 
jury, which is -in session, tomorrow 
morning, and Professor Johnson will 
ask for an early trial. 

Both men are particularly prominent 
and the affair created a great deal of 
excitement. 

A number of queries have been re- 
ceived here asking if Dr. Kelly was a 
former member of the state legisla- 
ture. He was not Kelly came here 
from Dawson some years ago.

BY GOVERNMENT 


In Merchantsand Miner’ 
Hearing. 


Judge Speer Refused to Sus- 
tain Pleas in Abatement-~De- 
murrers Filed by Defense in 
Each Case as Fast as They 
Are Called. 


Seveanesh, Gs, March 9 <(Special.) 
Following « ruling by Judge Emory 
Speer, in the United States ciroult 
court, Geclining to sustain the pleas in 
abatement, fled by counsel for the 
Merchents and Miners’ Transportation 
Company, and attacking the validity 
of the grand jury that brought the in- 
dictments charging rebating and con- 
spiracy to restrict trade on the part 
of that company, the Atlantic Coast 
Line and Seaboard Air Line Railways, 
end Harvey C. and Morris F. Miller, 
representing the Keystone Elevator 
Company, a Philadelphia grain concern 
that is alleged to have profited by the 
presumed illegal transactions, Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Alexander 
Akerman arraigned the Merchants and 
Miners’ Company for trial on indict- 
ments for alleged violations of the 
interstate commerce act. 

‘Upon the outcome of this case will 
depend in a large measure the attitude 
of the government to the indictments 
against the other corporations and in- 
dividuals involved. 

While the decision on these pleas 
means first blood for the government, 
the attitude of the court in the prem- 
ises did not find the attorneys for the 
Merchants and Miners’ unprepared. 

As fast as the cases were calf®d to 
trial a demurrer was filed to each of 
them Among other grounds these 
demurrers question the -constitution- 
ality of the Hepburn act under which 
the defendants were subjected to in- 
dictment : 

Trial Will Be Lengthy. 

Every indication points to a lengthy 
trial. The determination of the gov- 
ernment to get results is evidenced 
by the preparedness of its attorneys 
to push the cases through. Judge 
Speer intimated upon leaving the bench 
that the attorneys would do wise to 
send homé for their wearing apparel 

At the opening of court Judge Sam- 
uel R. Adams, of counsel for the de- 
fense, concluded his argument on the 
pleas In abatement. Following the 
line of his previous argument, he di- 
rected his main attack toward tke 
statute which provides for the manner 
of drawing juries. 

Mr. Akermah followed, speaking for 
the government. 

At the conclusion of M¥. Ackerman’s 
address, Judge Speer delivered his 
opinion 

Attorneys -for the government ex- 
pressing a desire for time in which to 
prepare their anewers, an adjournment 
was taken unti) tomorrow morning. 


Demarrers Filed by Defense. 


The three demurrers contain four- 
teen grounds each. why the indict- 
ments should be struck The first 
goes to the jurisdiction of the court, 
another states that there Is no alle- 
gation that the offenses complained of 
were committed in the jurisdiction of 


this court, still another recited that | speeding 


the indictments do not allege who

“You can say that we are going to

“It is a great pleasure for me to be 
here this afternoon and speak to you. 
When Dr. Rush gave me the invita- 
tion I thought that it.was a duty and 
a pleasure tn’t I could not forego. 
In regard to what Professor Bowen 
has just said, I want to repeat to you 
what I have been preaching wherever 
I have gone—that an ounce of effort 
is worth a ton of whine. 

“As has just been said, there has 
been a vast improvement in the negro 
race. When | was recently in Africa 
I met two educated negroes from the 
United States—one a doctor and one 
an agriculturalist, and looking at them 
made me think of the great difference 
between them and the native savages. 
It was an incident that illustrated the 
progress made by your people in 
America. Sir Henry Johnston has told 
me that the negro has a better chance 
in America than anywhere else. 

Have Further to Go. 

“There are two things that I‘ want 
you to realize: First, that you have 
made much progress; and, second, that 
you have a great deal further to go. 
I want you to realize the first, so that 
you may feel encouraged. I want 
you to realize the second, so that you 
may not get conceited. That would 
be the worst thing that could happen. 

“Remember that you are citizens of 
America. I want to impress upon the 
citizens: of one color as I have been 
impressing it upon citizens of another 
color—that what you say of your- 
selves does not count, but what you do, 
As soon as we have a respectable negro 
cultivating a little farm intelligently, 
and owning his own beasts, we have a 
good citizen. 

“A negro criminal, no matter at 
whose expense he commits the crime, 
does infinitely more harm to the blacks 


than to the whites. On the other hand, P 


the law-abiding, self-respecting negro, 
faithfully doing his work, is a center 
of law-abiding tnfluence. He igs the 
best possible antiseptic to lawlessness. 
It is to the interests of everybody in 
this country when anybody moves up. 
The negro has nothing to fear from the 
respectable white, who realizes this.” 

Colonel Roosevelt then spoke of the 
modern trend of education toward vo- 
cational training, and told of the ad- 
vantages that would accrue to the 
negro race from this, especially along 
agricultural lines. There must always 
be specialized education for certain in- 
dividuals who are to carry cn the pro- 
fessions, he said, but the great call is 
for trained farmers and mechanicians. 

“The agricultural college,” he con- 
tinued, “is one of the best infleuences at 
work in the ‘country today. A great 
deal of alarm has been shown when 
citles grow at the expense of the 
country. This is bad for the whites, 
but infinitely worse for the negroes. I 
have seen too many sons of respectable 
farmers move to the city to become 
worthless loafers. 

“It ts for this reason that I have 
taken such interest in Clark univer- 
sity, which is doing excellent work 
along this line. It is for the good of 
both the whites and the blacks that 


‘the negroes should be competent farm-

ers.”’ 

Reviewing the condition of the ne- 
gro farmer in Georgia, Colonel Roose- 
velt said that there were between 250,- 
000 and 300,000 illiterate farmers in 
the state, 72,000 tenants constantly 
moving, and 18,000 who knew nothing 
about diversified farming. 

Praises Clark University. 

‘It is this condition,” he said, “that 
Clark university, through its agricul- 
tural department, ts 
and it is as much to the interests of 
the whites as of the blacks that this 
snould be done.

Capital City Club dinner, where he 
was escorted by J. T. Holleman and 
Victor H. Kriegshaber, he drove to 
the Auditorium, where the final and 
most important event of the day—his 
address to the Commercial Congress— 
occugred. 

Leaving at midnight, Mr. Roosevelt 
resumed his western trip, which will 
be concluded on April 16. 

Other notable speakers were Ather- 
ton Brownell, president of the Century 
Syndicate of New York and American 
director of the Brazilian commission of 
economic expansion. Colonel L. D. Ty- 
son, of Knoxville, told of the south's 
textile opportunities, and Charles Han- 
sel discussed the valuation of railroad 
property. 

“The Promotive Power of the South- 
ern Press” was the subject that gave 
Colonel John Temple Graves, one of 
the editors of The New York American, 
the opportunity to deliver an eloquent, 
spirited and brilliant address on south- 
ern newspapers and southern journal- 
ism. 

7,000 Crowd Hall, 

Fully 7,000 people were crowded in 
the hall to hear the distinguished 
speakers. So great became the crush 
that the doors were closed ,by order 
of the fire and police officers, and no 
further admissions were permitted. 
Good order prevailed throughout the 
meeting. 

While Colonel Roosevelt was speak- 
ing fire engines passed by the Audito- 


rium going to a nearby fire, and there 
was an exodus of a hundred or more 
people. The speaker waited for them 
to retire ‘admitting that a fire: was a 
rival attraction against which he could 
not hope to compete. He said it re- 
called his days on the western plains 
where the practice was when the cat- 
tle became restless and began milling, 
to remain on the outside and wait for 
them to quiet down. 

The speaker urged his southern aud- 
itors to strive for commercial success, 
and industrial prosperity, but always 
to hold tightly to the principles they 
had interhited from their forebears. 
There is stagnation, where there is 
not progress, he said, but reminded 
them that material prosperity without 
character was worse than a misfor- 
tune. 

All Pull Together. 

“T want to see you go forward and 
prosper, but never to lose the idealism 
of the old south. A gathering Iike 
this could not have taken place thirty 
or forty years ago. We are realizing 
more and more throughout this land, 
speaking largely, that what benefits 
one part of us, benefits all of us. In 
the end we must go up or down to- 
gether.”’ 

Speaking of the improvement in 
southern schools, he said that his visit 
to the south ip the interest of the de- 
velopment of better schools had taught 
him things that he. found of practical] 
use in improving northern and west- 
ern schools. 

Colonel Roosevelt spoke with em- 
phasis of the eager questions put to 
him i, Europe by those who had read 
of political and commercial corruption, 
and mob violence in America. He said 
the man who would not be decent for 
his own sake dnd that of his family, 
would not be restrained by thoughts 
of how his conduct affected people on 
the other side of the world; but that 
such influences could not be overlook- 
ed. He spoke feelingly of the hope 


of millions of 


come, that would-be disappointed if 
the America, republic proved a fail- 
ure, as so many other republics have 
failed before, But he expressed con- 
viction that this republic would not 
fail, 

Honesty and Square Deal. 


Honesty and civic righteousness and 
the square deal on part of the the peo- 
ple and in the attitude of the people 
toward the corporations, is needful, he 
said. If justice is not done to the cor- 
porations, the result will be fatal, he 
insisted, and hastened to congratulafe 
those who applauded the statement. He 
expressed the belief that it was im- 
possible to prevent large combinations 
of wealth, but was satisfied that wealth 
could be regulated. He said he had not 
been in sympathy with much of the 
legislation passed in alleged regulation 
of corporations. 

“Be on your guard against demagogy 
and ignorance,” he said, “as much as 
against greed and dishonesty. This 
government must never become a gov- 
ernment by a plutocracy, or by a mob. 
If it becomes either, it is doomed and 
will deserve its doom. We bear upon 
our shoulders a great burden and a 
great responsibility. If this republic 
fails, with it fails the hopes of the 
nations of mankind.”

Speech of Mr. Hansel. 

Charles Hansel, of New Jersey, the

I cannot 
believe that we are so much interested 
in freight rates as we are in having 
an efficient railway system throughout 
the land, which will give impartial 
service. 

“We need to know the method of i«. 
suing and placing the i securities, 
which form so large part of our 
investments. We want the railroads 
to earn money enough to build, equip 
and operate according to the highest 
class of efficiency which it is reason- 
able to expect under the, various con- 
ditions. he first step should be to 
secure knowledge of actual conditions 
by careful appraisal of cost, physical 
condition, interchange of business, op- 
erating expenses, etc. 

“Having ascertained the physical 
condition and the necessities of each 
particular company, we will then be 
in position to determine their needs as 
well as the needs of the public. Know- 
ing all the conditions, we can then 
sanction rates which will provide rev- 
enues sufficient toenable the roads to 
carry out the required improvements. 

“In tke opinion of the speaker, a 
joint committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the house of .govern- 
ors, could: act jointly with a commit- 
tee appointed by the American Kalil- 
way Association, and could accomplish 
much in the bringing about of a fair 
understanding between those directly 
interested in the owning and operation 
of railroads and those who were served 


by the railroads.”

CAUSE A STRIKE 


White Men on Queen 
and Crescent Quit. 


White Firemen Demanded Re- 
moval of Negroes, the Road 
Refused and Strike Followed. 
The Railroad Wants Media- 
tion Under Erdman Act. 


Cincinnati, Ohto, March 9%.—White 
firemen of the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
ang Texas Pacific (the Queen and 
Crescent) railroad struck at 7 o'clock 
in response to an order from a com- 
mittee of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Enginemen. The 
action was taken by the union after 
a long conference with T. C. Powell, 
vice president of the railroad, had fall- 
ed to result in am agreement. 

While the union officals were busy 
sending out the strike orders Mr. 
Powell dictated aetelegram to Wasn- 
ington, in which he asked mediation 
of the federal authorities under the 
Erdman act. The union officers, upon 
being informed of this, declareg that 
they would not join in a request for 

ediation, asserting their experience 
had led them to believe the men would 
lose rather than gain by such a course. 

Facts of Conference, 


Outside of this sentiment they would 
not issue any statement beyond what 
had already been publish on their 
side of the question, 

Mr. Powell gave out a memorandum 
relating to facts of the conference and 
the refusal of the union to join the 
railroad in an application ‘for media- 
tion. The memorandum states that 
the — thereupon had applied to 
Charles Neill, commissioner of la- 
bor; Judson C. Clements, chairman of 
the interstate commerce commission:

The trees 
had been stripped of bark which had 
been eaten. 

Dr. Cochrane, an American Presby- 
terian missionary, declared that in the 
whole afflicted region there were iZ,- 
000,000 starving people In one village 
of 100 families one-third were dead of 
hunger and pestilence. Snow was 
falling and many were without prope:

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Contributions of the South to the Republic of Letters 


Chandler Harris—until his death associated with Dr. Alderman as 
editor-in-chief of this work. The folk-lore tales of Mr. Harris have 
made him childhood’s favorite story-teller and companion, wherever 
the English language is spoken. The exploits of Br’er Rabbit are 
nursery classics in, England as well as in America. The creator of 
“Uncle Remus” has come to share an immortality of fame with 
DeFoe and Dickens. Not less than seventeen different languages 
embalm the quaint negro dialect ef Mr. Harris.* With his cabin 
songs of the old regime he has literally put a girdle of music around 
the globe, and, even in the library of the New England scholar, he 
has made the southern cotton patch as classic as the Roman arena. 

Before the late civil war an American author who rivalled Fen- 
nimore Cooper in the sphere of pioneer fiction was William Gilmore 
Simms. His fascinating stories or adventure constitute a library 
within themselves. He was also a controversialist, a poet, and a 
Statesman; but the outbreak of hostilities in 1861 prevented the 
national recognition of his genius. The novels of Simms will some 
day be revived, not only because of the potent charm of narrative 
which they possess, but because of the transparent light which they 
throw upon our early American annals. 


Two of the great triumvirate of American statesmen were 
southern men-—John C. Calhoun and Henry Clay. The speeches 
delivered by them in the United States senate registered the high-. 
watermark of American eloquence in the ante-bellum period. 

Thomas H. Benton, the most colossal figure of the middle 
west, was a native of North Carolina. His great speech advocating 
a trans-continental line to connect with the commerce of the Pacific 
ocean, was an epoch-making triumph of forensic oratory. It em- 
bodied both a plea and a prophecy; and the forecast which he 
made of future events, in this far-sighted argument, has been veri- 
fied to the letter. On the base of his monument in St. Louis is 
chiseled his famous utterance: 

There is the east!” There is India!” 

- The hero of New Orleans, whose rugged speech and bold ini- 
tiative made him the most commanding figure of his day in public 
life, was a Tennessean; and while the writings of Andrew Jackson 
possess rather more iron than velvet, they have most powerfully 
influenced the fortunes of democracy and the history of politics. 


In the field of American scientific research, few giants of 
thought have made themselves more conspicuous than have the 
noted brothers, John and Joseph LeConte. They have been styled, 
“the Gemini of the scientific heavens.” Today the writings of these 
eminent scholars are pronounced masterpieces—recognized as such 
by the leading savants of Europe. : 

Joseph LeConte deserves special mention in this connection for 
the reason that no American scholar has shed clearer or stronger 
light upon the origin and structure of mountains, or has accom- 
plished more toward reconciling the theory of organic evolution 
with the truth of revealed religion. 

The laying of the Atlantic cable is admittedly one of the 
greatest of modern achievements. It solemnized the marriage rites 
between two hemispheres. The way for this colossal enterprise 
was paved by a work entitled: “The Physical Geography of the , 
Sea.” It came from the pen of a southern man of science. And 
Cyrus W. Field, who engineered the great project of linking two 
worlds together, has put this testimony on record: “I did the 
work, and England supplied the funds, but the brains for the 
enterprise were furnished by Matthew F. Maury.” 

The greatest of American ornithologists was John J. Audubon, 
of New Orleans. He hot only described with his pen, but also por- 
trayed. with his brush the wonderful bird-life of America; and his 
great work remains to this day an unrivalled masterpiece in this 
important domain of science. At the enormous price of $1,000 per 
copy, several editions of Audubon’s famous “Birds of America” 
were exhausted. 

The earliest of American humorists was the pioneer Virginia 
planter and magistrate, Colonel William Byrd. In the long line of 
his successors are included Bagby, Longstreet, Baldwin, Hooper, 
Smith and Thompson. . Even the delicious humor of Mark Twain 
is distinctively southern. 

_In the field of history the south is ably represented by Thomas 
E. Watson, whose “Life of Napoleon” is a classic even in France; 
and by Woodrow Wilson, who has lately stepped from the execu- 
tive chair of Princeton University to the governorship of New 
Jersey, an office which opens to him a prospect of the white house 
at Washington. 


Edgar Allan Poe, the centennial anniversary of whose birth 
has been signalized by his somewHat belated admission into the 
nation’s “Hail of Fame,” 1s now conceded by critics to have pos- 

_sessed the most original and the most creative genius of ary poet 
in America. Both in literary technique and in musical power of 
expression he is unsurpassed. “The Raven” will be read and treas- 
ured by lovers of literature for all time to come. As a magician 
in the realm of weird and fanciful prose, he is rivalled only by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

The distinction of being the poet’s poet is no longer exclu- 
sively enjoyed by Lowell. It has come to be the titular award of 
Georgia’s lamented laureate—Sidney Lanier. He was both a mu- 
sician and a singer. Beyond any of his contemporaries, he under- 
stood the basic principles of harmony; and his great work on ‘“‘The 
Scierce of English Verse” alone entitles him to rank with the great 
masters of English rhyme. Lanier’s poetry is today critically 
studied in the great universities of Europe. 

Richard Henry Wilde’s famous lyric, “My Life Is Like the 
Summer Rose,” was pronounced by Lord Byron to be the finest 
American poem. 

Our national anthem, “The Star-Spangled Banner,” was struck, 
amid the carnage of battle, from the patriotic brain of Francis 
Scott. Key, a Marylander. 

It was from the pen of an exiled son of this same state, James 
Ryder”Randa!l, that the greatest of martial airs leaped into life: 
“Maryland, My Maryland!” 

The only American poem which has received official recogni- 
tion from the United States government is Theodore O’Hara’s im- 
mortal elegy, “The Bivouac of the Dead.” It is found today in all 
the national cemeteries, inscribed upon tablets of iron. 

Among the poets also may be mentioned James Barron Hope 
and Alexander Beaufort Meek, both of whom wrote odes on “Balak- 
lava,” which will rank with Tennyson’s. There is also Father Ryan, 
whose ‘Conquered Banner” will live in history while the firmament 
endures. Nor should Timrod and Ticknor and Hayne and Flash be 
forgotten. On the list of the living minstrels are Stanton and Cawein 
and Malone and Hale—all of whom have caught the ear of the nation. 

The most effective plea for national brotherhood, after the 
close of the late sectional conflict, was. made by L. Q. C. Lamar, of 
Mississippi, when he pronounced his great eulogy, in 1874, over the 
bier of Charles Sumner, of Massachusetts, in which he uttered the 
famous plea: “My countrymen, let us know one another and we 
will love one another!” 

Scarcely less powerful was Ben Hill’s withering reply to Blaine 
in which ‘he denounced sectionalism in the never-to-be-forgotten 
words: ‘We are in our father’s house, and we are here to stay, 
thank God!” 

In the person of Henry W. Grady the south has likewise made 
one of her largest contributions to the union. He was not only an 
editor and an orator of transcendant gifts, but an evangel of broth- 
erhood whose message to New England has made Plymouth Rock 
twice historic. His epitaph fitly describes his mission: “And when 
he died he was literally loving a nation into peace.” 

Unsurpassed among the delineators of character in modern 
American fiction is the most beloved of southern writers, Joel , 


To His Excellency, the Hon. William H. Taft, President of the 

United States: 

Dear Sir: Your visit to the Gate City of the South, on the 
assembling of our great Commercial and Industrial Congress, makes 
you the honored guest of thirty millions of your fellow-citizens. 
The occasion is most auspicious. It not only brings together for 
co-operative effort our men of practical affairs who, in the endeavor 
to build a’Greater South, are helping to evolve a Greater Nation, 
but it also gives us an opportunity to answer this vital question: 

Is there anything of permanent or real value in the contribu- 
tions of the south to the literature of the republic? 

The degree of ignorance which prevails in many parts of our 
country concerning the south’s literary resources is little less than 
startling, especially when we consider the actual extent of these 
resources and the intrinsic wnportance which attaches to them, 
from the national point of view. It is much to be regretted that the 
popular misconception in regard to our section has been shared to 
some extent by our own people; but, happily, there has come from 
the press within the past few months a work of monumental value 
upon which the leading scholars and educators of our section— 
some three hundred in number—have been industriously engaged 
for over six years. It is wonderful how it clarifies the atmosphere. 
Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, the distinguished president of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, is the editor-in-chief of this work, a publication 
consisting of sixteen handsome octavo volumes; and the rich col- 
lection of gems may well be called the regalia of Dixie’s crown 
jewels. It shows exactly what the south has accomplished in the 
sphere of authorship and reviews the whole field of achievement in 
this respect, from the landing of the Cavaliers at Jamestown, a 
period of three centuries. And the exhibit is positively amazing. 
So much s0, indeed, that the president of one of the great New 
England universities has frankly declared: ‘It will mean the re- 
construction of American letters” 

I commend it not only to our own people. whose intellectual 
character and prestige it properly sets forth for the first time in 
history, but I commend it to candid and thoughtful men every- 
where who-are interested in us. Not as an isolated section, but as 
an integral part of the American Union, the south invites the most 

. rigid inspection of her literature, and she is willing to abide the 
result. ° 

Let us, then, briefly scan some of the national elements in this 

literature of the south. 


—_—— 


In the elements of romance the south is peculiarly favored. The 
' whole section abounds in the traditions of chivalry, an inheritance 
from the old English Cavaliers, enriched and reinforced with a dash 
of impetuous Huguenot fire. The ruins of both French and Spanish 
civilizations are likewise found among us, together with an end- 
less chain of historic legends. Ours, too, is a land of flowers—an 
Italy of filtered sunshine. The warm temperature of our cli- 
mate feeds the poetic imagination and temperament of our people 
and the possibilities of artistic development which open before us 
at the South are well suggested by the fact that the world’s great 
masterpieces of art have been produced on the shores of the Medi- 
terranean. 

Time will barely suffice for the mention of some of the most 
prominent of our present-day writers of fiction. 

The Kentucky mountaineers have been portrayed with the 
most wonderful fidelity to life by John Fox, Jr.; thosé of Tennessee 
by Charles Egbert Craddock, and those of Georgia by Will N. 
Harbin. The Creoles -of Louisiana have received luminous and 
splendid treatment from George W. Cable, from Grace Elizabeth 
King, from Kate Chopin, and from Mary.E. M. Davis; and, in this 
connection, it may be observed that. Louisiana is the only state in the 
union whose literature is bi-lingual. Frances Hodgson Burnett, the 
creator of “Little Lord Fauntleroy,” spent much of the formative 
period of her life in Tennessee; and Amelia. E. Barr resided for 
several years in Texas, a state from whose history she derived some 
of her happiest inspirations. There is also Augusta Evans Wilson, 
the author of “St. Elmo.” 

James Lane Allen’s best work, “The. Choir Invisible,” estab- 
lished an epoch in the artistic and intellectual development of the 
American novel. | : | 

The droll humor of the Kentucky poor whites has been trans- 
ferred to the printed page, with the most exquisite touch of art, by 
Alice Hegan Rice, Colonial times have been most delightfully re- 
vived by Mary Johnston, by Lucy M. Thruston, and by Harris Dick- 
son. The civil war pe-iod has engaged the attention of George Cary 
Eggleston and of John Esten Cooke; and the period of reconstruc- 
tion has enlisted the pens of Ellen Glasgow and of Thomas Dixon. 
Settlement work has engrossed Katherine P. Woods, and socio- 
logical problems have come to be most fascinating studies in the 
hands of Octave Thanet, of Abby Meguire Roach, and of Elizabeth 
Robins. - n> St leat Gunes 

Nor must we forget to: mention the clever and versatile artist- 
author, Francis Hopkinson Smith. .

In the first place, it was in Tidewater Virginia that the very 
earliest documents which relate to English colonization in America 
were penned. The list includes a collection of priceless value, con- 
sisting of letters, diaries, journals, and fragments of old manuscripts. 

To find the crude beginnings of our national literature, there- 
fore, we must go beyond the settlement at Plymouth Rock to the 
chronicles of exploration which were kept by Captain John Smith 
who, 1n 1607, planted the first permanent Anglo-Saxon settlement 
on the North American continent. 

It 1s from the pen of this adventurous Cavalier that we get our 
earliest authentic account of the coast of New England. 

The first of the long line of presidents to occupy the exalted 
seat of power which you today so ably fill was a man of southern 
birth. It is no disparagement to his successors in office to say that 
he was the one pre-eminent American whose pioncer work as a 
civilian and as a soldier in blazing the path of ivee institutions 
rightfully earned for him from an undivided people the reverential 
sobriquet of “Father.” The most recent edition of the writings of 
Washington are comprised in fourteen handsome volumes, edited 
by Worthington C. Ford. They constitute one of the nation’s most 
precious legacies to future generations. No single piece of literature 
is more frequently quoted by statesmen, of whatever school of poli- 
tics, than 1s the fareweil address; and certainly no maxims have 
been more influential 1n shaping life and character than have the 
simple rules of conduct prescribed by Washington 

Tt is, therefore, with unaffected pride that the south names 
among her foremost contributors to American letters the illustrious 
soldier and citizen who was “first 1n war, first in peace, and first in 
the hearts of hi countrymen.” 


—_—_—— 


And there are scores of other writers who, through the medium 
of popular works of fiction, are likewise successfully engaged in 
making the country-at-large better agquainted with the little 
neighborhoods in which they live. They are depicting life in sym- 
pathetic and tender colors, sketching peculiar but virile and robust 
tvpes of character; and around these they are throwing the delicate 
and subtle fragrance of environment. Thus the wealth of associa- 
tion which belongs to each locality throughout the south—the 
aroma of our soil—the rich garniture of our fields—the luxuriant 
wardrobe of our forests—~the musical lilt of our song-birds—the 
latent resources of our mines—and, best of all, the homespun vir- 
tues of our pure-blooded Anglo-Saxon population—these are being 
constantly added to the sum of our national inheritance and are 
helping to make the republic’s life sweeter and stronger. 

The country is to be congratulated that in an age of the world 
which puts the emphasis upon material things so-many of the 
south’s leading scholars have banded themselves together, at no 
small sacrifice of personal ease, to produce this masterful work— 
an exhaustive symposium of the south’s intellectual treasures. 

To the splendid feast of material prosperity which the present 
congress in Atlanta spreads before you, Mr. President, it adds the 
exhilarating wine of our choicest vineyards. The work bears the 
imprint of The Martin & Hoyt Company, of Atlanta, an establish- 
ment which cannot be too highly praised for lending itself with 
such an expenditure of money to this enterprise of patriotism. If 
it does nothing more than make the world better acquainted with 
Irwin Russell it will render a meed of grateful service to thousands 
of readers. Only a handful of Mr. Russell’s leaflets of song were 
ever printed in book form. But he was the pioneer in the line of 
negro dialect; and he paved the way for Joel Chandler Harris and

The most eloquent voice in the American colonies to protest 
against the iniquities of the Stamp Act was Patrick Henry. He 
was our forest-born Demosthenes. His eloquence was articulate 
fire—a cataract of burning syllables which kindled a continent into 
flames. His impassioned outburst, “Give me liberty or give me 
death!” was the nation’s baptismal prayer. 

The most powerful pen which the revolutionary cause un- 
sheathed in 1776 belonged to Thomas Jefferson. From its point 
leaped the immortal protest against oppression—America’s great 
charter of freedom. Jefferson was also the most voluminous and 
the most brilliant political writer of his times in America. 

Mr. Gladstone, the great English commoner, once declared of 
the American constitution that it was the grandest instrument ever 
conceived by the brain of man. The political organizer who stamped 
his genius indelibly upon this instrument—the recognized and re- 
vered father of the constitution—was James Madison 

His essays on the science of government are enduring monu- 
ments to his political wisdom, and are studied by statesmen the 
world over. 

It was John Marshall who, during the most critical period of 
the nations history, held the high office of chief justice of the 
United States. He made the great tribunal over which he presided 
“the living voice of the constitution.” He was the profoundest in- 
terpreter of the organic law—the nation’s wisest oracle. His de- 
cisions welded the states together, strengthened the loose joints in 
the structure of the government, and made the national fabric com- 
pact and secure. In the hight of subsequent developments, he did 
more to preserve the union, amid the convulsions of civil war, than 
did either Grant or Sherman, with the federal armies behind them. 

Marshall's worthy successor in office was Roger B. Taney 

The author of the famous Monroe Doctrine, which has played 
such an important part in modern international diplomacy, was 
James Monroe, of Virginia. 

Mr. Lincoln was himself of southern birth, but, without including 
ten representatives of the south 
\ upred the high office of president of the United States 
They were entrusted with the reins of yovernment for an agere- 
gate period of over fifty-four years; and the state papers which 
they dratted. the messages which they transmitted to congress, and 
the speeches which they delivered upon great national issues, are 
enduring contributions to the republic of letters. 


> 


It was by the discovery of the Rosetta stone, in the rich sedi- 
ment of the Nile, that scholars were enabled to read the inscrip- 
tions upon the Egyptian monuments; and the unearthing of some 
precious fragment which has long lain dormant may yet open for 
the south larger and clearer vistas of vision. At any rate, it will 
prove an abiding stimulus. And, after all, the intellectual and the 
spiritual must crown the material and the sordid. The real south 
is not in her factories, but in her songs. Greece still survives in 
Homer, though her merket-places have stood in ruins for twenty 
centuries. The England whose power today grips the world’s 
deepest thought is not the England whose ironclads patrol the seas. 
It is not the England of commerce, with her looms at Manchester 
and her forges at Birmingham. It is the England of history—the 
England of literature—the England of Shakespeare and of Milton, 
of Chaucer and of Tennyson. .

Augusta’s Increase in 
Population and Wealth 


But, perhaps, what you are really wanting to know 
ic, something about how we are getting along In 4 
material way; tndustrially, commercially, and financially 
—if not politioally—down here. 

Politically, we are about the same; dut industrially 
commercially and financially we have been moving right 
along ever since you were with us last. And we have 
reason to fee] that we are but et the threshold of our 
greatest prosperity. 

You have, doubtless, noticed that Georgia is the 
q10th state in the 1910 census; that her population has 
increased from 2,316,381 to 2,609,121. This te an increase 
of nearly 18 per cent. in ten years; and we expect to ip- 
crease 40 per cent. during the next ten years 

Of couree, we had «@ little trouble down here fs 
Augusta about our local census; but the boys got toe 
gether, one Sunday, and streightened all that out before 
any real harm wae done. Something went wrong with 
the adding machine, or the enumerators, or something, 
and the first official cengus figures showed an actual loss 
of 1,615 for Augusta proper—87,896 for 1010 as against 
89,444 for I900. We knew at once that this wae ail 
wrong, go we hastened to heve Mr. Durand rectify it 
Two or three hundred of our best citizens turned out 
here on the following Sunday and took a “volunteer 
census” of Augusta, which showed a total population of 
#1, 068. Dtrector Durand, very willingly, sent a couple 
of experts down to us to verify and correct this count, 
end they succeeding in reducing our figures about 200; 
after which 41,066 were made the official census figures 
for Auguste—and this sermt Macon back to fourth place, 
and came very near making Macon mad. But even this 
does not do us full fustice, because we, naturally, over- 
looked some, and we have about 10,000 people living in 
the immediate suburbs, who could not de counted as 
citizens of the city proper—although they are such, to all 
intents and purposes.

We have in 
the neighborhood of seventy-five houses in this city do- 
ing a jobbing business, but all of them are not exclu- 
sively wholesale. The grocery trade, however, is par« 
ticularly well represented in this city. The Augusta Gro-« 
cery Company is one of the largest wholesale grocery; 
houses in the South, ocoupying the largert part of a 
block on Walker, between McIntosh and Washington 
streets. The Carr-Lee Grocery Company, Smith Broth- 
ers, Nixon Grocery Company, and a number of others do 
a larger wholesele business annually. 

Since you were here, Augusta has had the acquisition 
of a large wholesale dry goods house—the Stoval!l-Pace 
Company. This concern ocouples that large three-story 
white building—the Hickman Bullding—on the 600 block 
of Broad street. The Stovall-Pace Company moved to 
Augusta from Atlante—now, what do you think of that? 
~—~in order to get the benefit of Augusta’s euperior freight 
tates and large trade territory. 

Augusta has two of the largest wholesale drug 
houses in the South, and they are two of the best. The 
Augusta Drug Company occupies two large three-story 
stores on Jackson etreet and does an immense business 
throughout the South Atlantic States. J. B. Davenport 
& Company occupy. a large atore on the 600 bleck of 
Broad street, and their business is also one of the 
largest in Augusta. Mr. Davenport has been identified 
with the drug trade of Augusta for a generation past, 
and no name is better known to the drug trade of the 
South. 

There is another Ifne of jobbing trade in which Au-~ 
gusta particularly excels. I refer to the wholesale secd 
business. The names of the N. L. Willet Seed Go., and 
the Alexander Seed Company are almost as well known 
as that of Auguste itself.

A similar establishment is that of Bowen Brothers, 
Just below, on the 900 block of Broad street. Bowen 
brothers have experienced a phenomenal growth in their 
Mne of business, having started from a small establish- 
ment and gradually worked thelr way up to one of 
the largest in this etate. They carry a complete line of 
hardware, as well as an immense stock of house furniah- 
ing goods, tools, tinware, etc. 

It would require too much space to refer in detail to 
all of the different lines of Augusta’s jobbing trade; 
& I will let it go by merely eaying that practically every 
line is represented in this community—but that there is 
etil zoom enough for other progressive houses.

As indicative of the industrial growth of Augusta and 
the opportunities it offers for a varied class of new en- 
terprises, I ought to mention the vary recent establish- 
ment of the Dorr Cigar Factory. Mr. L. A. Dorr, a citi- 
zen of great pluck and enterprise, recently associated 
with him Mr. Edwards, of Americus, together with a few 
Augusta citizens, and they have established here a cigar 
factory that has a big future before it. They are al- 
ready employing two score or more of hands—high priced 
skilled labor—and they are turning out several brands 
of the best and most popular cigars in this market. 
Shipping them, too, into the towns around, and they are 
selling them so fast that it taxes the capacity of the 
Dorr Cigar Factory night and day to keep the trade 
Bupplied. 

One of the most important lines of industry In Au- 
gusta is represented by the cotton oll mills, of which 
there are four—the Planters, the Buckeye, the Southern 
and Georgia Cotton Oil company. These mills employ 
about 500 hands and turn out a product worth approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 annually. The Augusta mills crush 
between fifty and sixty thousand tons of cotton seed 
each year. The value of these mills to the farmer is 
well evidenced by the continued increase in price for 
seed, as, for instance, the price for the 1908-9 season 
was about $18 per ton; for the 1909-10 season, about 
$27 per ton; for the 1810-11 season, it will be about 
$31 per ton. Georgia, by the way, Mr. President, ls the 
second state in the Union in the manufacture of cotton 
6éed oil, having 145 mills, as against 950 for the entire 
South. There has been an increase of 200 per cent in 
the cotton ojl industry of the South in ten years. 

Cc. F. McKenzie & Co. have recently established a 
big wood-working plant out on the Belt Line. They are 
doing something that ought to have been done here long 
before: making spokes, hubs and rims and all manner of 
hardwood products—including baseball bats for Ty Cobb, 
ér prospective Ty Cobbs. Ty, by the way, Mr. President, 
is a citizen of Augusta—and we are all proud of him. 
He gets a larger salary than some of out bank presi- 
dents, but it hasn’t turned his head a bit; he just 
keeps on playing good ball and clean ball and making 
himself the most popular ball player in the entire 
country. 

One of the largest enterprises ever undertaken and 
successfully carried out in Augusta was the building, a 
few years ago, of the Atlantic States Warehouse; or, 
perhaps, I should say, warehouses. This immense en- 
terprise covers many acres of ground in the southern 
eection of the city and its series of fire-proof ware- 
houses has a storage capacity of over 80,000 bales of cot- 
on This immense warehouse system was made 
necessary by Augusta's enormous cotton trade, and 
mothing has ever been done that has been of as great 


benefit to the cotton trade of this city and section as 


the building of these warehouses. Like almost every- 
thing else of a gigantic nature undertaken in this city 
in recent years, Hon. Thomas Barrett, Jr., was the move 
ing spirit in this undertaking and is its official head,

We are puBhing right ahead in other directions down 
here, Mr. President. This last year, we organized 4 
$300,000 local fire insurance company—The Augusta Fire 
Insurance Company—with our beloved mayor; Hom 
Thomas Barrett, Jr., as the president and head of it. This 
new company has started out in the most gratifying 
way. A good part of the money that has been going out 
of Augusta to pay fire insurance premiums, is now be- 
ing paid at home. 

Right now, some of our entenprising citizens are or- 
ganizing a local life insurance company, with four hundred 
thousand dollars capital and surplus. They have named 
it “The Atlantic Statee Life Insurance Company,” and the 
name is some indication of the scope of the enterprisa 
People, not only in Augusta, but throughout this sec- 
tion, are willingly subscribing to its stock, and the 
chances are it is going to be one of the biggest instt- 
tutions of this state and section. 

The printer says that I have about run out of space, 
so I suppose I shall have to saw this letter off right 
here—if I expect to get tt in. There are so many things 
about Augusta that I have left unsaid, however, that I 
am obliged to boil it all down into a few paragraphs, 
which ere printed below. If you haven’t had time to 
read all of this letter, and want to see at a glance just 
what Augusta is, I suggest that you run your eye over 
the facts and figures printed in the corner of this page. 

In the meantime, let me assure you, once more, that 
Augustans «nd Georgians are more than happy to have 
the big-bodied, big-hearted, big-brained President of 
these United States visit them once more. Down here 
in Augusta, we woukd be more than glad to turn out 
and give you a big “blow-out,” just to show you how 
welcome you are, but we understand very well that you 
come to Augusta for recreation and rest, and we are 
always disposed to let you enjoy yourself in your own 
way, while you are with us. At any rate, I want you to 
know that, now, as heretofore, “the bocker-string hangs

The first year at the poultry business 
causes many surprises to the beginner. 
The best informed persons, those who 
may have taken advantage of the ex- 
perience of others and who may have 
resorted to all the literature to be ob- 
tained, will also find when they have 
passed through the first year that 
there were a thousand and one factors 
that could not be detailed or explained. 
In fact, many things occur with one 
which may not happen with others and 
which may never occur again, but ev- 
ery transaction is a contribution to 
the knowledge of the poultry raiser. 

It is better to expect nothing the 
first year. Something will be gained, 
however, and that is experience. In 
the management of large numbers, 
there are many matters which will 
ha and which cannot be discov- 
er except by dally observation. Ev- 
ery poultry raiser, whether a beginner 
or not, is capable of originating some- 
thing, and they are as liable to make dis- 
coveries that will revolutionize all pre- 
vious theoriés and methods, as is the 
veteran. The beginner who has read 
poultry literature has, however, a 

reat advantage over those who have 
Reaended on experience alone, for lit- 
erature is really the published expe- 
rience of others. There is no pursuit, 
however, that does not require the 
practice of theories to make them 
more familiar and better understood. 
In the poultry business one has to un- 
derstand not a flock only, but the in- 
dividual members of the flock. Prac- 
tical results always point to success. 
The first year may be an entire fall- 
ure, with loss of time, capital and la- 
bor, but the cause of the failure may 
be discovered and knowledge of the 
cause may be of more value than the 
pecuniary loss. One must not esti- 
mate the results by the operations of 
a single year. Hundreds of farmers 
have failed with crops one year and 
been successful the next, owing to 
more favorable conditions the second 
year, and the poultry raiser who has 
failed, yet discovered the cause and 
learned more about how to manage, 
may in the end be benefited by their 
losses, and they will be more careful 
and be better informed in regard to 
future operations. 

It will) not pay one with limited 
méans to risk their all in poultry if 
they know nothing about it, and the 
poultry business, though looked upon 
as a resort by those who desire to 
forsake other occupations, is really 
very, unsafe, except where capital and 
experiénce is employed. Even with 
the most experience ersons, the cli- 
mate, location, cost o 
cess. But little risk is incurred when 
and with patience their flocks in a 
few years pay well. There is no busi- 
ness that a person can at once take up 
und make it successful in a year, es- 
pecially if no experience can be used 
as an aid, and the raising of poultry 
ia no exception. There is profit in 
poultry, hundreds are getting it out; 


but it must be secured with the assist- | 


ance of the useful knowledge ant ex- 
perience necessary for success at any 
occupation. 

There is but one safe road for all 
to follow, and that is to start at the 
bottem. Those who begin at the top, 
with large numbers, in nearly all cases 
get down to the bottom, but beginning 
with only a few hens, and gradually 
increasing each year, as the poultry 
chara 
will lead to. success. 
Many little things to know, and so 
many details to observe, that they can- 
mot be mentioned. Nor can one learn 
entirély by reading. It is true that 
reading will attract attention to much

Eggs can be kept in them,.for 
years. I will give directions a little 
later. 


J. E. West, Ines, N. Cc., R. F. D. 1.— 
Thank you for your advice in the 
chicken business. I don’t want to de- 
prive you of your place of bueiness 
yet, but perhaps we may learn more 
about them later on. Eggs laid after 
May 14 set and hatched after the 6th 
of June, nine out of ten will lay every 
day until November 1; after then it 
is too cold to hatch them here. Which 
is the mamma of the chicken, the one 
that laid the egg or the one that 
hatched them?

Mrs. R. L. Knox, Eclectic, Ala.—I am 
in trouble and, of course, want some 
of your valuable advice. I have a 
White Leghorn hen that is in a very 
peculiar condition. She wants to g0 
backwards and keeps jerking her 
hear around until she looks back- 
wards, and she seems to be blind, al- 
though her eyes look perfectly clear, 
But you can catch her anywhere and 
when you touch her’ she seems to be 
scared. Her feet are drawn up and 
she just sits back all the time. This is 
the second one we have had in this 
fix; none but the Whtite Leghorns 
seem to be troubled with it. We 
bought the eggs last year and raised 
four pullets and several roosters and 
we have two roosters now and only 
two good pullets left. I hope you will 
answer this immediately, as I fear I 
may lose the others. They have all 
been laying well. I have some fine 
Brown Leghorns, too; also some few 
mixed Rhode Island Red hens to set 
and raise the biddies. 

Answer—tThe trouble with your Leg- 
horns may be due to several causes, 
though I suspect in your anxiety to see 
how well they will law (this being a 
new eed with you), you have over- 
stipped the bounds of judicious feed- 
ing and thereby hangs the tale of woe. 
A Leghorn “just naturally loves” to 
wander over the fields and through the 
woods all day, picking up a seed here, 
a bue there, a broken kernel of corn 
at another place, and so on from noon 
till dewy eve, by which time their 
crops are about full and need but liftle 
on going to roost; just enough to 
bring them in at night. Most chickens 
will eat more than is good for them of 
fhe feed, more than they need is 
thrown on the ground for them. Would 
doctor the sick one the same as I 
would treat a case of dirordered liver 
‘n a human, only giving smaller doses, 
say half a liver pill every other night 
for a week, feeding sparingly.
